Bears erupt against Bucs 


For the last three games it seemed like the Bears were 
a volcano ready to erupt. And on Sunday against Tampa 
Bay at Soldier Field they did. 

All of a sudden Chicago's offense started taking advan- 
tage of the opponents’ turnovers, and things rolled from 
there. 

At the start it seemed like this would be another game 
like the last three. Twice the Bears drove deep into Tam- 
pa Bay’s territory, then missed out on scoring opportuni- 
ties because of turnovers. 

But the Bears quickly overcame that and suddenly be- 
gan taking advantage of the Bucs’ misfortune. The offense 
exploded with a great running game and a couple nice 
passes by Doug Flutie before the end of the first half. And 
the next thing you know, Chicago has a huge 28-0 hal- 
ftime lead. 

Flutie and Mike Tomczak looked good at quarterback. 
Both were on target and made nice plays. Plus with Flutie’s 
52-yard pass to Willie Gault, followed by his touchdown 
pass to Walter Payton, the Bears rediscovered the big play. 
Flutie gave the Bears a spark with those passes, which 
is something that can really make a difference. Big plays 
have a way of lifting up players and getting them more 
excited. 

Flutie also ran in the backfield well and showed he can 
throw on the run. k 

The offense has always, had the ball long enough to 
score, but mistakes have hurt them. That wasn’t the case 
on Sunday. The three games before Sunday Chicago had 


the ball 35 to 39 minutes a game. And against Tampa Bay 


. again the Bears had the bail for 35 minutes. But they were 


able to score this time, and that’s really encouraging. 

After some of the games Sunday you can now see the 
Bears and Giants emerging as the teams to beat. The 
other contenders have fallen on hard times andiost. That's 
the difference between them and the Bears. When Chica- 
go had rough times, it still managed to win. 

Looking at some individual performances Payton had 
another great game, rushing for 78 yards and catching 
three passes for 98 yards. Al Harris played weil in place 
of Otis Wilson, and the second string gained a lot of ex- 
perience. That can be really beneficial come playoff time. 

Some people may want to point out that the Bears did 
all this against the worst defense in the league. That’s true, 
but the fact remains that they were able to do it. Remem- 
ber, they didn’t do it the last few weeks against other weak 
teams. 

No matter who you do it against, a well-played game 
is a confidence builder and can give nothing but good 
results. It gives the Bears something to build from in time 
for the playoff drive. 

The bottom line is the turnover situation improved and 
the offense put points on the board. As long as Chicago 
keeps:that up, it'll be in good shape.

Bears tune up 


for playoffs 
with rout

CHICAGO — Like the weather in Chicago on Sunday 
the Bears were getting tuned up for the playoffs against 
Tampa Bay at Soldier Field. 

In a steady rain and 37 degree weather the Bears had 
432 yards in total offense, including 245 rushing yards, 
forced five Tampa Bay turnovers and scored the most 
points they have this season in a 48-14 rout of the Buc- 
caneers. 

Mike Tomezak, Doug Flutie and Steve Fuller all saw ac- 
tion in preparation for the playoffs. But it only seemed to 
create more of a quarterback controversy for head coach 
Mike Ditka. 

Going into the game Ditka said Flutie would definitely 
play, but he wouldn’t say when. Flutie entered the game 
on the Bears’ second series of the second quarter. 

“| knew exactly what | was going to do and it worked,” 
Ditka said. ‘‘Flutie was going in the first play of the se- 
cond quarter, but it didn’t quite work out like that.’ Tome- 
zak was playing when the Bears were in the middle of a 
drive at the start of the quarter, so Ditka waited for the 
Bears’ next possession to put Flutie in. 

Tomezak started the second half for the Bears, and 
Flutie came in again for the Bears’ first series of the fourth 
quarter. Fuller played the last 4:28 of the game. 

‘Next week I’m probably going to split them,” Ditka said 
about Tomezak and Flutie. ‘But | don’t know yet.” 

Offense’s drought comes to an end 

One thing Bear fans know for sure is that the offense 
is starting to play well and put points on the board. 

At first it looked like the Bears’ offense again would find 
a way to keep this game close. But the Bear defense and 
Flutie wouldn't allow it. 

Chicago took the opening kickoff and drove 61 yards 
to the Tampa Bay nine-yard line before being stopped. 

Tomezak floated a pass in the end zone to Keith Orte- 
go, but the ball bounced off Ortego and into the hands 
of Tampa Bay’s Craig Curry for the turnover in the end 
zone. 

The Buccaneers, though, actually had more problems 
than the Bears with turnovers in the first half. Two plays 
later Tampa Bay gave the ball right back to the Bears when 
quarterback Steve Young fumbled the snap and Steve 
McMichael was there for the recovery, his first of two in 
the half. 

Chicago took over at Tampa Bay’s 26 and six plays later 
Tomezak ran eight yards on a quarterback draw for the 
touchdown and a 7-0 Chicago lead. 

On Chicago’s next series it again moved the ball into 
position for a touchdown before giving the ball away. 

On fourth and goal from the one Tomezak fumbled the 
snap, and the Bucs’ Chris Washington recovered in the 
end zone. 

“We can’t do those things and it’s something we talked 
a lot about in practice,’’ Tomezak said. Ditka said Tomc- 
zak ran the wrong formation on the play too, but that it 
was a new formation the Bears just put in on Friday and 
ran only once in practice. 

Buccaneers have more problems with turnovers 

Then yet again the Tampa Bay offense came through 
for Chicago and fumbled on its first play of the next ser- 
ies. This time James Wilder fumbled on a rushing attempt, 
and McMichael again recovered the ball at Tampa Bay’s 
22. 

That's when Flutie entered the game for Chicago and, 
just as Ditka said he would do earlier in the week, Flutie 
handed the ball off five times. On the last handoff, Tho- 
mas Sanders ran eight yards up the middle for a 14-0 
Chicago lead. 

Tampa Bay improved a little bit on its next offensive ser- 
ies, running two plays before turning the ball over. This 
time Gary Fencik intercepted a pass at Tampa Bay’s 38 
that was tipped by the Bucs’ Vince Heflin. 

The interception was Fencik’s 38th of his career, break- 
ing the Bears’ record of 37 held by Richie Petitbon. Fen- 
cik has 11 career interceptions against Tampa Bay. — 

“| think it is a sign of longevity more than anything else,” 
Fencik said. ‘‘| want to get as many interceptions as any 
defensive back can. But! haven't had that many opportu- 
nities this year.” 

Four plays later Flutie bootlegged around right end for 
four yards and a touchdown, giving Chicago a 21-0 lead 
halfway through the second quarter. 

Tampa Bay’s fourth turnover of the half came with just

58 seconds left when Wilder fumbled and Shaun Gayle 
recovered at Chicago’s own 21-yard line. : 
Flutie throws first NFL touchdown pass 

Flutie then completed a 52-yard pass to Willie Gault and 
a 27-yard touchdown pass to Walter Payton for a 28-0 half- 
time lead. That was Flutie’s first touchdown pass in his 
NFL career. 

“| didn’t think Walter was going to make the catch,” 
Flutie said. “! thought it was a little overthrown.” 

Said Payton, ‘‘It was a good thrown pass. It was one 
of those that you have to make the catch on.” 

The 28 points in the first half was the most points scored 
by the Bears in a game since the fourth week of the sea- 
son when the Bears scored 44 points against Cincinnati. 

Chicago rolled up 288 yards in the first half, including 
162 on the ground. Payton had 61 of his 78 yards rushing 
in the half. 

The Bears added two .more touchdowns in the third 
quarter on an eight-yard touchdown pass from Tomezak 
to Gault and a four-yard touchdown run by Payton, his 
105th career rushing touchdown, giving Chicago a 42-0 
lead by the end of the third quarter. That moves Payton 
into second place on the all-time list, one behind Jim 
Brown. Payton was tied with John Riggins at 104. 

Tomezak’s strong showing in the quarter helped both 
his confidence and Ditka’s confidence in him. ‘| was hap- 
py to accomplish that and come back from what happened 
in the first half,” Tomezak said. 

“| thought Mike did a heck of a job. He bounced back 
and played very well,’’ Ditka said. 

Laterals get Bears in trouble 
Probably the weirdest play of the year happened at the 


start of the fourth quarter. Young was intercepted near , 


midfield by Todd Bell, who ran a couple of yards before 
lateralling the ball to Mike Richardson. 
Richardson took a couple of steps before attempting to

lateral to Gayle. That’s when the Bucs’ Heflin stepped in 
the way and picked off the lateral, running 48 yards for 
a touchdown. 

“Wasn't that a great play?” Ditka said. About the later- 
als he said, “‘It’s fine in the last few minutes of the game, 
but not in the third quarter.” 

The Bucs made the score 42-14 on.a 14-yard touchdown 
pass from Young to Calvin Magee midway through the 
fourth quarter. 

But then Lew Barnes, in for Dennis Geniry, returned the 
kickoff 85 yards for a touchdown. The Bears didn’t attempt 
the extra point because of a bad snap, making the score 
48-14, 

“We've been able to make some big plays but we've 
also made some bad plays on special teams,” Ditka said.

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Tobin isn’t aspiring | 
to be a general manager 


The personnel director of the Cleveland Browns quit re- 
cently because he wanted more say in personnel matters. 

A football publication recently speculated on a new 
general manager for the San Diego Chargers. ‘Every de- 
cent personnel man in the league has his eyes on this job,’ 
said the report. 

So how is Bill Tobin doing? 

Fine, thank you. - 

The Bears’ personne! director is happy being the Bears’ 
personnel director. Club president Michael McCaskey is 
happy that Bill Tobin is happy. Without fanfare or fretting, 
Tobin recently signed a4 new contract that is expected to 
keep him around as Bears’ personnel director ‘‘for a long 
time,” according to McCaskey.

When coach Mike Ditka was involved in a contract 
negotiation in 1984, it was daily fodder for news reports 
and radio talk show debate. Would Ditka stay? Did 
McCaskey want him to stay? Could either afford him to go? 

In the case of Tobin, one-third of McCaskey’s “‘tripar- 
tite” organizational structure, nobody seemed overly wor- 
ried about his future. 

When Pittsburgh coach Chuck Noll is asked about the 
Bears’ defense and what it does and what makes it so 
good, he answers with one word: ‘‘People.”’ 

Noll does not elaborate. With one word, he has 
described his entire opinion about the Bears and the rea- 
son for their success. Noll knows about people. He used 
to have them. 

When Detroit coach Darryl Rogers is asked about the 
Bears’ success, he says: “‘They’ve done a great job of 
building over the last 10 years.” 

Green Bay coach Forrest Gregg chips in: “‘l like that 
concept of a 10-year building program.” 

Personnel record is impressive 

The Bears’ record in personnel matters over the last 
eight years is Unsurpassed in the NFL. Their drafts since 
1979 have been as close to perfect as any team could 
expect. 

Their drafts have been better than their trades, except 
in cases when they have traded for draft choices and come 
up with players like Dan Hampton, Mike Singletary and 
Willie Gault. 

Tobin scouted with Jim Parmer for nearly a decade be- 
fore McCaskey promoted Tobin to the personnel director. 
Tobin still spends most of his time doing the same thing 
he has been doing for years — scouting, along with Parm- 
er, Don King and Rod Graves. 

“I'm satisfied,’’ Tobin said. ‘“‘We're'anonymous, but in 
our fraternity we feel important. We all know our reports 
will carry weight.” ; 

In some organizations, the opinions of scouts are often 
lost amid the confusion of draft day, when coaches and 
cronies join in a chorus of ideas that usually results in 
disaster. 

The Bears used to draft by committee and usually end- 
ed up with players who looked like they were assembled 
by committee. 

In other organizations, scouting is done mostly by watch- 
ing film and videotape from the home office. 

“That's the easy way, but we definitely don’t think it’s 
the right way to do it,’ Tobin said. ‘‘The tough part of our 
job is the travel, but somebody has to do it.’’ 

Tobin is satisfied with his role 

So isn’t it time for Tobin to get a ‘‘promotion?”’ Isn’t it 
time for him to become a general manager somewhere? 

“You want to get in a situation where you control your 
own destiny,’’ Tobin said. ‘‘What would being a general 
manager do for me that | don’t have right now? It should 
pay more, but that’s it. Bobby Beathard is a prime exam- 
ple at Washington. He's a general manager but he’s still

doing what he knows is important and that’s being out in 
the field separating who can play and who can't. 

“‘There’s not much that goes on I’m not involved with 
or don't know about in anything dealing with personne) 
around here.” 

Tobin's hand is on the pulse of the Bears. He does not 
own or sign or coach the players, but he is in charge of 
the department that assigns their value. 

““Somebody has to put a value on every player. If you 
showed me a thousand nuggets, | couldn't tell you which 
one was a diamond and which wasn’t, which was pure and 
which wasn’t, which was cut correctly and which was cut 
poorly. But a gemologist could,’ Tobin said. 

When Tobin and his people find a Mark Bortz and a 
Richard Dent in the same eighth round and they turn out 
to play more like first-rounders, the personnel department 
knows it is contributing. When they put a high grade on 
a Thomas Sanders and are able to get him in the ninth 
round because other teams are afraid of his medical his- 
tory, they feel a sense of satisfaction. 

It was Tobin who first pointed out that No. 1 choice Neal 
Anderson would have to beat out Thomas Sanders before 
he could become ‘‘another Walter Payton.” 

‘Maybe my title doesn’t reflect what other titles in other 
clubs reflect, but as far as my authority and responsibility 
and accountability, I'm satisfied,’ Tobin said. ‘I'm heard, 
\'m listened to, I’m valued. | know Ditka appreciates my 
areas of expertise and the job | do and so do Michael and 
Jerry Vainisi. | plan on being here for awhile.”’

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Wilson ready for Lions after suspension 


Otis Wilson just wanted to get on with things and play 
football, So that’s exactly what he’s doing this week after 
serving a one week suspension for his hit on Louis Lipps 
Nov. 30. 

Wilson didn’t appeal Commissioner Pete Rozelle’s sus- 
pension and sat out practice last week and the Tampa Bay 
game Sunday. The suspension was without pay, mean- 
ing Wilson would lose about $10,500 in salary. 

Wilson said that, in the letter he received from Rozelle 
about the suspension, Rozelle made reference to Wilson’s

fine for his role in the preseason tight with St. Louis and 
the incident Wilson was involved in with the Dallas Cow- 
boys in the preseason the year before. 

Wilson said the suspension may have been in part be- 
cause of his involvement in those other incidents. 

Because of the suspension Wilson could not attend 
practices or meetings last week and was not allowed on 
the sidelines during Sunday’s game. 

Wilson said he didn’t appeal the suspension ‘‘not be- 
cause I’m submitting to guilt that I’ve done something 
wrong. | don’t want to blow this thing out of proportion and 
keep it lingering on. | want to get back to football, get ready 
for the playoffs and get this thing behind me.”’ 

Wilson, the Bears and even Pittsburgh head coach 
Chuck Noll said there was nothing all that unusual about 
Wilson’s hit. The hit occurred when Lipps came in mo- 
tion to ‘‘crackback”’ block Wilson. Wilson said lineback- 
ers are taught to fight off blocks by hitting blockers with 
their forearm. 

As Lipps approached Wilson he slipped on the turf just 


as Wilson cocked his arm to hit him. So instead of hitting 
Lipps in the chest, Wilson hit Lipps in the jaw and knocked 
him unconscious. 

The play was given extra exposuré when NBC announ- 
cer Charlie Jones said the hit has no:place in football and 
that Wilson should be suspended and fined. Jones also 
said head coach Mike Ditka and linebacker coach Dave 
McGinnis should be fined. 

“We're taught to use our forearm in different ways,” 
Wilson said. “If he would have come in straight up | would 
have just hit him in the numbers.” 

Bears president Michael McCaskey agreed that the tim- 
ing of the incident had a lot to do with the suspension. 
A week earlier in the Green Bay-Chicago game, Packer 
Charles Martin picked up quarterback Jim McMahon af- 
ter a play and threw him to the ground, resulting in Mar- 
tin’s two-game suspension. Martin appealed the decision 
but was turned down. : 

“|! think the timing had something to do with it,” 
McCaskey said. “‘If it had been just this one incident, it 
probably would have just been a fine and be left at that.” 

And because Wilson happens to play for the Bears, that 
makes him an even better choice to be made an example 
of. 

“The fact that the Bears are world champions, we be- 
come the vehicle for sending that message,” McCaskey 
said. 

Wilson said he would send a letter to NBC and Jones, 
but what the letter will say he wasn’t sure. Wilson had said 
earlier he would consider legal action against Jones, but 
that now seems to be unlikely. 

Wilson also said he would write a letter to Lipps explain- 
ing how he feels about the incident. 

Al Harris played in place of Wilson against Tampa Bay. 

Ditka said the Bears wouldn't bring anyone up to take Wil- 
son’s spot on the roster for the week. 
@DOUG FLUTIE SAW HIS first extended action in the 
NFL on Sunday. Flutie made his first NFL appearance 
against the Bucs earlier last month and faced them again 
Sunday. 

Before the game last week Ditka said he would definitely 
play Flutie to get him some playing experience. This seems 


to be phase two in Ditka’s “insurance pian.”’ 

When Flutie was first brought in by Ditka, he said it was 
for insurance. And Ditka’s giving the same reasoning for 
giving Flutie some playing time now. 

Mike Tomczak has been playing weil lately, but Ditka 
doesn’t think the move should huri Tomezak’s confidence. 

Yet Ditka wouldn’t say last week that Tomezak would 
be his starter for the playoffs. “| think | got three people 
who can start. I’m not worried about any of those guys,” 
he said. 

Ditka was having fun with the media about the Flutie 
story last week. After saying that Fiutie would play against 
Tampa Bay Ditka said, ‘‘! just want to see how much taller 
he is than the other linemen. What if we put him in and 
hand it off five times? That’s what | really want to do with 
him because that'll drive you guys nuts.”’ 

Last week Tomczak was taking two snaps during prac- 
tice, with Flutie and Steve Fuller taking one each during 
drills. 
®THE BEARS’ OFFENSIVE LINE is hurting, but that's 
nothing new. Both Tom Thayer and Tim Wrightman 
missed practice on Wednesday and Jim Covert didn’t 
practice on Thursday. 

Ditka planned on starting Mark Boriz and Kurt Becker 
against Tampa Bay and giving some work to Paul Blair 
and Stefan Humphries. 

Thayer still has a bad foot and Wrightman’s leg is hurt- 
ing from a hit he took on it against Pittsburgh. Covert hurt 
his back in practice on Wednesday but was expected to 
play. 

®@WHAT'S THIS? The Bears aren’t getting any respect 
around the league? That’s what Mike Ditka says. 

“We're the Rodney Dangerfield of the NFL,” Ditka said. 
“Nobody thinks we’re any good. We don’t get any respect 
anymore. | think we have to prove that we are good.”’ 

A lot of that lack of respect may be because the Bears 
aren’t blowing out their opponents like they did last year. 

“We don’t look devastating on offense,’’ Ditka said. 
“People like to see 46, 44, 41 points. So would we, but 
we just can’t find a way to do it. But I'm not unhappy about 
the way things are going.”

When Detroit rookie quarterback Chuck Long finally got 
a chance to play a few weeks back, he proved he was a 
first-round draft choice last spring.

“| was lucky when he went downtown to be there for 
the start of history. They're going to say Leonard Thomp- 
son caught the first touchdown pass he ever threw,”’ said 
the 12-year veteran out of Oklahoma State. 

Considering the touchdown pass took place in the Lions’ 
38-17 victory over hapless Tampa Bay, Detroit head coach 
Darry! Rogers kept the historic event in perspective. 

“The Chuck Long debut has probably overshadowed 
a lot of good work by (starting quarterback) Joe Ferguson, 
but that's neither here nor there. i will say it sure was an 
exciting debut into the NFL for Chuck,”’ said Rogers. 

Even though the Lions*have dropped out of playoff con- 
tention, Ragers is still letting Ferguson run the show. He’d 
rather have the experience of a 14-year veteran out of Ar-

kansas than a rookie out of lowa. 

Ferguson got his first start of the season on Nov. 16 
when he led the Lions to a 13-11 victory at Philadelphia. 
The following week, he guided the Lions to a win at Tam- 
pa Bay. Not bad for a guy who was said to be all washed 
up. ’ 

“The way Joe Ferguson got us into the end zone at Tam- 
pa Bay was a real bright spot,’’ said Rogers. 


Two straight losses end playoff hopes 

Following the victory at Tampa Bay, Detroit felt its playoff 
hopes had been renewed. The Lions’ record was at 5-7 
and a wild card berth was still a possibility. But consecu- 
tive losses to the Packers and Steelers have guaranteed 
another losing season in the Motor City. 

The Lions will be playing for pride during the final two 
games and will want to show the nation next Monday night 
they haven’t thrown in the towel on this season. Playing 
the defending Supet Bowl champs in front of a national 
TV audience should'be enough incentive to get the Lions 
fired up again. 

Even in the 27-17 loss at Pittsburgh last Sunday, the 
Lions showed some sparks. The highlight of the game for 
the NFC Central club was a 60-yard touchdown run by 
rookie Garry James. It was the longest run of the season 
for the LSU product. He is averaging over four yards per 
carry this season.

His backfield mate, fullback James Jones, is also hav- 
ing a fine season. Through 13 games, Jones had rushed 
for 766 yards and had scored seven touchdowns. This duo 
has helped the Lions rush for 115 yards per game, 9th 
in the conference. 

The passing game is doing a little better, ranking 7th 
in the league. Ferguson has completed just 45 percent 
of his passes, but six have gone for touchdowns. Jeff 
Chadwick is the team’s leading receiver. Through 13 
games, he caught 48 passes for 942 yards, a 19.6 aver- 
age. Jones had caught 46 for 299 prior to the Pittsburgh 
game, while Carl Bland had nabbed 41 for 456 yards. 

Detroit’s defense has been tough against the pass but 
suspect against the rush. The Lions rank 4th in the NFC 
in the pass, but 13th in the rush. Detroit’s defensive line, 
led by Keith Ferguson with 9.5 sacks, has done a good 
job putting pressure on opposing passers. Through 13 
games, the Lions had recorded 31 sacks for 209 yards 
in lost yardage.

The Lions’ best defensive effort of the season came at 
Philadelphia. In that contest, Detroit intercepted three 
passes, recorded 11 sacks and recovered a fumble.

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Violence stems from lack of action 


Pro football's dirty violence has become a popular is- 
sue. Heaven help the cause of cleaning up football. 

In two straight Bear games, there were plays that result- 
ed in players’ suspensions. Even mentioning them in the 
same breath is like comparing boxers with piano players 
because they both work with their hands. 

On the first play, Green Bay nose tackle Charles Mar- 
tin tried to hurt Bear quarterback Jim McMahon. On the 
second, Bear linebacker Otis Wilson tried to defeat a block 
by Pittsburgh wide receiver Louis Lipps. Wilson did more 
damage. Lipps left the game with a concussion, McMa- 
hon kept playing. But that’s not the point. Mike Singletary 
has done more damage than both with several clean, solid 


tackles. Giant linebacker Lawrence Taylor did a lot more 
damage when he cleanly sacked Redskin quarterback Joe 
Theismann and cleanly broke his leg in two. Football, even 
at its purest, is a brutal game. 

The issue is intent. When a player strikes an opponent, 
is it clean or dirty? Is he making a play or mugging the 
guy? The answer is not always as clear-cut’as it was in 
the cases of Martin and Wilson, but it has been made all 
the muddier by misguided television description and wet- 
fingered justice. In suspending Wilson, commissioner Pete 
Rozelle went with which way the wind was blowing, not 
which way was right. 

Rozelle should have taken a stand on unnécessary vio- 
lence long before Martin slammed McMahon to the ground 
like a garbage bag. Martin didn’t just dream up the idea 
of hurting opponents on purpose when he was playing with 
his crayons and towel. Players try to do it every week. 

In August, the Bears’ William Perry spiked St. Louis 
quarterback Neil Lomax head-first while sacking him. The 
sack was legal. Lomax had the ball, unlike McMahon. Still, 
Bear coach Mike Ditka said Perry's sort of action should 
be punished by a fine and suspension. 

Perry could have been suspended for an exhibition 
game with little Bear resistance, and the precedent would 
have been set. Punishing a player of Perry’s stature would 
have caught everyone’s attention. But it also would have 
drawn howls of outrage from Perry’s myriad fans. Rozelle, 
ever the public relations man, could not bring himself to 
do that. 

Keeping up league’s image is the problem 

That thought process has long been a problem for the 
NEL. The drug and officiating-replay issues also had to

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become full-scale crises before Rozelle reacted, rather 
than acting first to forestall those crises. If more NFL de- 
cisions were based on the good of the game instead of 
the good of the league’s image, that image wouldn't need 
so much polishing. 

When Martin’s case came up, Rozelle had no choice. 
Martin was easy to suspend. He was an insignificant player 
on an insignificant team. He had hurt the famous quar- 
terback of the Super Bowl champions. Television replays 
had whipped the public into a vigilante frenzy. It was an 
easy suspension to make. 

The Martin suspension was light, but it was a start. It 
also failed to address the question of a coach’s responsi- 
bility for his players. Many cases of unnecessary violence, 
blurred from the TV lens because they happen in the line 
play, result from coaches teaching illegal techniques. And 
in Martin’s case, he wore a “‘hit-list’”’ towel with the num- 
bers of five Bears players, McMahon's being on top. 

“We wouldn’t tolerate it,’ Ditka said. ‘That player 
wouldn’t play. You can think what you want to think about 

. me, but I’ve taken players out of the game for illegal hits, 
for unnecessary roughness. I’ve taken (Richard) Dent out, 
(Wilber) Marshall, Wilson, Perty. I'll take anybody off the 
field that hits illegally.” 

And what if he hadn’t seen the towel, as Packer coach 
Forrest Gregg said happened with him? ‘‘Our assistants 
wouldn’t even tolerate it. Somebody had'to know about it.” 

The league needs more coaches with Ditka’s attitude. 
Ditka hit hard as a player and as a coach, he wants his 
players hitting hard. That’s football. He also won't toler- 
ate his players’ crossing the line between clean and dirty. 
Rozelle should know where the line is, even if NBC-TV’s 
Charlie Jones does not. 

You don’t clean up the game by punishing legitimate 
play. 

While Wilson’s forearm shot to Lipps was played and 
replayed, Jones suggested it was the most vicious hit he 
had ever seen on a football field and promptly compared

it directly to Martin’s play. Here is the difference: : 

Martin picked McMahon up and slammed him to the 
ground. Under no circumstances is that legal or neces- 
sary. It was especially unnecessary when McMahon was 
standing still without the ball, which he had thrown at least 
three seconds earlier for an interception. 

When Wilson decked Lipps, Lipps was blocking. “You 
separate from a blocker by delivering a forearm to the 
chest,’’ defensive coordinator Vince*Tobin said. Lipps 
slipped while Wilson’s forearm was on its way. His head 
lowered to chest level, and Wilson hit his head. 

Extenuating circumstances should be considered 

Hitting an opponent in the head is illegal, but Lipps’ slip- 
ping seems to be an extenuating circumstance; it’s OK 
to run into a kicker if the player is blocked into him. Heads 
are well-protected. When they’re hurt, trainers say it’s 
usually from hitting the fuzzy parking lots that owners in- 
sist are safe playing surfaces. So hitting the, head is 
punished as often as driving 60 mph. 

Rozelle could have fined Wilson, but to signal he’s 
cracking down on head-hitting, not knuckling under to pub- 
lic pressure. 

During the Pittsburgh game, Ditka said Steeler block- 
ers threw forearms into the heads of Marshall or Ron 
Rivera on every placekick attempt. And they were aiming 
for heads, unlike Wilson. Defensive linemen get hit in the 
head a dozen times a game. ‘‘At least,’’ Tobin said. And 
why do you think offensive linemen have started wearing 
eye shields? ‘‘A blow to the head is football,”’ said Ditka, 
who did not condone that part of Wilson's play. ‘‘There’s 
lots of blow to the head that go unpenalized and un- 
noticed.” 

If the NFL suspended every player who hit someone in 
the head, there would be more forfeits than games. Rozelle 
should have had the guts to stand up to the public hyster- 
ia over Wilson's hit and say that. 

Then he should have the guis to examine and punish 
real examples of dirty play. It’s not hard to find them, even 
if Jones hasn't seen them. 

There are late and malicious shots to knees, which can 
end careers. There are fingers in eyes, forearms to heads 


of full-speed receivers, fists in stomachs, hands twisting 
legs. Just watch the line play, pile-ups, pass routes or kick 
coverage. 

Rozelle should assess and announce fines so everyone 
knows the difference between cheap shots and hard-hitting 
football. For clearly intentional cheap shots, such as Mar- 
tin's, he should levy progressively higher suspensions. 

When on-field violence became a popular issue, Jones 
seized the opportunity to catch its wave and make a name 
for himself. He was right about coaches’ sharing the guilt. 
Too bad he didn’t seize a good example. And too bad 
Rozelle didn't have the nerve to seize them long before 
public outrage backed him into a corner, where he felt 
compelled to seize Jones’ coattail. 

The issue is too important for careless announcers and 
spineless commissioners to distract attention from un- 
necessary hits made by all teams, the Bears included. 
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And Ditka sees one advantage to the Bears not blow- 
ing out other teams. ‘‘The fans stay longer. But | think it’s 
good. We have to earn it.” 

@JIM MCMAHON’S SHOULDER surgery has been 
moved up from Dec. 16 to Dec. 12 so that McMahon will 
be home for Christmas. 

McMahon's agent, Steve Zucker, said McMahon will be 
in Los Angeles for 10 days after the surgery. McMahon 
plans to fly out to Los Angeles Dec. 9 for the operation 
and stay out there until about Dec. 22. 

Though Zucker said they would like the surgery to be 
performed sooner, it can’t be because Dr. Frank Jobe, who 
will perform the surgery, will be tied up with baseball meet- 
ings until then. Jobe is the team physician for the Los An- 
geles Dodgers. 

Zucker also said McMahon has canceled many of his 
offseason activities to devote more time to his rehabili- 
tation.

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Flutie takes 
a step in 


right direction

Although quarterback Mike Tomezak won his sixth 
straight game as a starter, it was the Bears’ ‘‘other’’ quar- 
terback, Doug Flutie, who commanded most of the atten- 
tion in the team’s 48-14 rout of the Tampa Bay Buccaneers 
Sunday. 

Bear fans got their first Soldier Field glimpse of Flutie 
at 12:42 of the second quarter when he relieved Tomczak. 

The timing of Flutie’s home debut couldn’t have been 
worse for Tomezak, who fumbled away the ball on the 


’ Tampa Bay one-yard line on the Bears’ previous drive. 


‘| am sure there are a few sad people in the world but 
they are going to have to live with that,’ said head coach 
Mike Ditka. 

When he entered the game, Flutie received warm wel- 
comes from both the Soldier Field fans and his teammates, 
which made the 1984 Heisman Trophy winner a bit more 
comfortable. 

“| got a very positive reaction from the players,’’ said 
Flutie. ‘They were happy for me. In my mind, it was some- 
thing that | needed to prove to the rest of the team to be- 
come a part of the team and, in their minds, | think they 
were rooting for me a little bit to come through. 

“Guys were helping me in the huddle if | hesitated or 
if | was unsure. We were talking back and forth. They were 
trying to get me to calm down and relax.” 

Upon his arrival into the game, Flutie was put to work 
immediately, gaining three yards on his first play on a 
bootleg. 


Bootleg gets Flutie relaxed 

“To get me comfortable, right away Coach Ditka came 
out with a bootleg to try to get me relaxed and to get me 
into the game,’’ Flutie said. “| was a little bit concerned 
that maybe when | got into the game he would want to 
go strictly to that (the quarterback bootleg). 

“| have some athletic ability and | can do some of those 
things but | like to throw the ball out of the pocket, so | 
don't want to get carried away with rolling out.” 

But Flutie didn’t get a chance to utilize the pocket until 
the first play of his second drive when his pass to wide 
receiver Willie Gault as incomplete. However, Flutie 
redeemed himself four plays later when he ran four yards 
around right end for his first career NFL touchdown. 

“All| could think is, ‘Here we go again, I’m going to get 
labeled as a runner,’ ’’ Flutie said. ‘‘Last night, | knew | 
was going to score on that play. 

“We put it in the other day and it wasn’t specifically for 
Doug Flutie, it was just one of the plays in the offense. 
| had a feeling Coach Ditka would call it down near the 
goal line for me.” 


With :47 remaining until intermission, the Bears had the 
ball on their own 21-yard line. On the drive's first play, 
Flutie hooked up with Gault for 52 yards. The completion 
put the Bears at the Tampa Bay 27-yard line and gave 
Flutie his first NFL completion. 

“It could have been a couple steps out in front of him,” 
Flutie said of the strike to Gault. ‘‘! told Willie coming out 
of the huddle, ‘keep running on the post because |’m go- 
ing to take a peek at you.’

“I’m wor- 
ried about getting Doug Flutie to be the best player he can 
be, learn the offense, become comfortable with it and be 
in a position to help the team. 

“Mike (Tomezak) is the No. 1 guy, he’s»running the 
show. |’m just trying to improve and get myself in a posi- 
tion to help the team if the situation calls for it.”
